Where the cows 
are milked late in the n-t ting and early , 
in the evening, a decrease is sure to fol- ' 
low. The periods hetween milkings 
must be exactly twelve hours in lensth I 
for best results. 

Arrange to have better pastures for all i 
of the animals this coming spring aud | 
summer. Cut out sprouts, seed the pas- j 
tore land and build good fences in-fore 
tlie pasture season opens. Easy money j 
is made from good pasture with good 
; stocks. They do tlie harvesting thetr.- 
| selves, besides fertilizing the land while ; 
doing it — a good combination.

In very cold weather it is difficult to 
make cows drink as much as they should. 
Giving them a daily small ration of salt 
in their feed will increase their demand 
for drink.

In starting rhubarb from roots, divide 
tiie clump of old roots, with at least one 
hud to each division.

If it i-* worked when it is wet, 
it becomes hard and cloddy, difficult to 
work afterwards, and plants will not 
grow well in it, since the soil particles j 
will become cemented together and almost 
as impervious as a stone for the plant i 
roots to push through. ‘‘Keep out of the j 
garden while tlie ground is wet," is a good ! 
motto. 

Domestic animals require more fresh ] 
air than human beings when housed be- 
cause by nature they live more out of i 
doors. They should he protected from | 
dampness and cold winds in winter, but] 
should not l>e housed in airtight rooms if : 
they are to remain healthy, vigorous and | 
productive. In constructing buildings j 
for the housing of domestic animals, the 
lirst thin^ to he considered is good drain- [ 
age of the buildini: site to insure drv ! 
floors. Tlie next tiling of importance is | 
a solid and tiiilit foundation for support- I 
iug tlie superstructure and for keeping ! 
out cold near tlie ground line. This gives | 
complete protection to the feet and legs - 
of tlie animals and to the entire bodies I 
when the atiimais are lying down.

to provide them with discriminating theo- 
logical prescriptions, and onght to antici- 
pate and determine for them everything 
that there is any probability of their hav- 
ing to settle in ail their lives.

Haw Hail Is Formed. 

Limiting the observations to such 
conqiound hailstones as are the most 
destructive and are produced during 
a tornado or a violent thunderstorm, 
the following theory tins been ad- 
vanced as to how they are formed: 
When tlie winds gyrate rapidly round 
an axis more or less inclined to the 
earth the space at and about the axis 
is rarefied When air charged with 
vapor is drawn into this rarefied space 
it may he condensed into cloud or rain 
or. at a greater elevation, into snow. 
Now. supposing the rain formed in tho 
lower region to he drawn up by the as- 
cending current into the snowy region 
and so held for a short space, the 
drops will lie frozen and then, if pro- 
pelled beyond t he gyrations, will fall 
to the ground as a shower of ordinary 
hail. But if in the descent they are 
apain drawn in by the inflowing cur- 
rent they will bp again carried up into 
t lie cold region and so acquire anoth- 
er coating of ice. In this way the 
globule may make a number of ascents 
and descents and acquire a fresh coat- 
ing each time.— Harper's.

Death V/ounds and Flesh Wounds and 
the Feeling When Struck. 

In “Serving the Republic" General 
Xelson A. Miles says that, like every 
other soldier who has seen much active 
service. lie is often asked how it feels 
to be wounded. He bimself was 
wounded four times and twice almost 
fatally, so he is able to speak from 
experience. lie says: 

"One is often asked how it seems to 
be wounded in battle. The flight of a 
bullet is quicker than thought and has 
passed through a flesh wound before 
one realizes that he has been struck. 
I have seen bodies of men dead on the 
field of battle where the brain had 
been pierced and death had lteen in- 
stantaneous. They would remain in 
every position of the ‘manual of arms.’

Electric Co. Begins Improvements at 
Station. 

Work has been begun In East Wey- 
mouth on the foundations for the new 
boiler house of the Weymouth Light and 
Power Co. This new building is to be a 
part of the 060,000 improvements the 
directors recently determined to make in 
the plant in order to take care off increas- 
ing business and better the service. It 
will be so placed as to be practically a 
part of the present station building and it 
will house two large boilers. The build- 
ing itself will be of brick bat the found- 
ations being made of cement. A feature 
of the equiqment in the new structure 
will be automatic stokers for the fires un- 
der the boilers which will greatly increase 
the effiicieny of the steam plant by prodd- 
ing the right kind of a fire at all times.

The village of Exter numbered 1,200 
Inhabitants and was accounted an in- 
teresting place. That was why George 
Hailey, who had just graduated as a 
dentist, opened parlors there. It could 
be figured as straight as a string that 
1.200 men. women and children had 
teeth enough to keep three dentists on 
the hump. 

It was only natural that Mr. Bailey 
should observe the teeth of the people 
be had come among. He met per- 
haps a dozen In the 1,200 whose teeth 
were in good order. There was no 
doubt that the graduate had come to 
the right spot and struck a soft thing.

However, there's no desire on tiie part of 
this country to get embroiled with Mexico 
and if such a thing should happen, it 
would happen regardless of threats or 
fear of consequences. 

. *'->a! CHINA FORGING AHEAD. 

China seems to have presented an ad- 
mirable example to such countries as 
Mexico and others where revolution seems 
to he a growing diversion. Under tlie in- 
spired leadership of a Sun Yat Sen China 
broke away from a condition of intoler- 
able tyranny and already is practically on 
a sound basis. With an enlightenment 
that is remarkable in the eyes of tiie West- 
ern world, the royal dynasty was allowed 
to withdraw from power w ith honor and 
dignHv, President Sun Yat Sen, himself 
perhaps the most remarkable man of mo- 
dern times and already widely compared 
to George Washington, America's greatest 
popnlar idol, surrendered' the high office 
which had but just beeu conferred on 
him, and with nothing but his country's 
good at heart, laid down the scepter that 
peace might the sooner come, and with 
less bloodshed. The whole effort of the 
government is now being put forth to 
bring about peace and order and prosper- 
ity, founded on high ideals and stable 
conditions. The future of China can not 
be otherwise but great with such princi- 
ples guiding those at the helm and with 
the great powers guaranteeing the integ- 
rity of the nation.

When the Game Seems Lost.'

He was a Citizen of more than average 
intelligence — at least lie considered him- 
self so — hut this is what lie said: 

•‘Go to tin- primaries! Me! What 
could I do with a lot <>f ignorant Lithu- 
anians, Scandinavians, Poles and such? 
They get out. their naturalization papers 
at the eat Rest possible moment, and they 
I vote the way they’re told to. They're 
| s*ui ling this country to the bow-wows, 
j and I'll have nothing to do with them. 

“Who tells them how to vote?” 

“Oil, some one with an office in ins eye. 
There are certain men who keep one eye 
on an office they want and the other eye 
i out for any possible voter, and as fast as 
1 they can they rope them in. I'm not 
going into the game against anv such 
| crew ." 

This is the attitude of a Citizen of aver- 
1 age intelligence — or more. Nor is lie 
I alone in his position. What do you think 
of his logic? 

Because there are thousands of foreign- 
ers admitted eaeli year to tiie privileges of 
j citizenship, some one is smart enough to 
see that tiieir votes are worth having. It 
seems reasonable that aliens .should need 
to lie instructed on questions at issue, 
and the man who wants their votes is w ill- 
ing to take the time tu give them that in- 
i struetion. 

Naturally he presents t lie matter as he 
sees it and works up what enthusiasm lie 
i may for his cause. Tflis often necessi- 
tates tbe services of an interpreter, but it 
doesn’t matter so long as the desired re- 
, suit is obtained. • 

If that result is at variance with what 
tiie Citizen deems proper, lie, as we have 
seen, throws up his lia^N in despair and 
i grumbles because the country is going to 
ruin, but lie will do nothing to stop it. 

What can lie do? you ask. 

Why can’t lie follow the example of his 
opponent, —only do it first. 

The very fact that some oue's method 
of stirring up enthusiasm is so successful 
ought to open the Citizen’s eyes to his 
own possibilities. The people want lead- 
ers. They turn for guidance to those 
who are willing to study not only the sit- 
uation but the handling of men. Your 
Politician is a better leader than your 
mere Citizen because he knows how to iti- 
finence men. Nor is his ability in this 
line an accident. 

If there are ideals toward which the 
Citizen strives, why couldn’t he so pre- 
sent those ideals to a group of fresh-made 
citizens t hat they would vote his way 
rattier than tiie other. If the Citizen is 
not willing to take this much trouble, lie 
must blame no one more than himself for 
the way tilings are going. 

Now if the Citizen shrinks from ap- 
proaching a lahhlc of embryo citizens, 
there is still a work lie may do. 

There are in every community American 
citizens, sons and grandsons of Americans 
who need corralling to the polls quite as 
much as do ihe newly naturalized. 
Wouldn’t it be a g m l idea for the Citizen 
to turn his attention to these? He will 
find them intelligent, like himself ; trained 
tip to certain traditions, like himself; au;! 
like himself, inclined to give up the fight 
w ithotit much effort. Let these be roused 
to new enthusiasm. 

The clement most likely to make a game 
interesting is the knowledge that oue lias 
a foe worthy one’s mettle. So if tiie situ- 
ation seems precarious tills is just the 
time to jump in and do a little rooting for 
the home team. What sort of a chap 
would he be who, when his side seemed 
to tie losing, sneaked away behind the 
grandstandstand aud sulked because tiie 
other team was making the better piav. 

It must be quite a burden to feel one- 
self responsible for a vote, but it would 
se.-m to be the-part of-n rnnn to stay in 
the game and use that- vote.

Granite Telegraph Poles. 

The great abundance of granite 
rocks aud tlie lack of timber in the 
southern part of Switzerland have led 
to the employment of the former for 
purposes usually filled by the latter. 
Thus In many sections of the southern 
country the fences are of granite In- 
stead of wood, the supports for the 
grapevines are granite posts, and 
pavements, etc., are of granite.

SEA P0ST0FFICES 


Handling and Sorting the Mail Matter 
on Ocean Liners. 

Every one is aware that a large quan- 
tity of mail comes from Europe. Prob- 
ably most persons assume that It Is 
dumped off tbo steamers in bulk and 
sorted and routed in the postofflee of 
the receiving port. Such a system 
would result in hopeless congestion, 
and practically all of the 15,000,000 
pounds of foreign mail matter receiv- 
ed at New York on an average of re- 
cent years is ready, sorted and sacked 
when the steamers make port This 
work is done in the sea postofflees 
aboard the ships and means days 
saved in the time of delivery of mail 
matter intended for inland points. 

In the huge mass of mail brought 
Into New York each year there are on 
an average 80,000.000 separate pieces, 
many thousands with inadequate ad- 
dresses, yet to such a degree of effi- 
ciency has the operation of the sea 
postofflees been brought and so care- 
fully is the work done that less than 
COO errors are made annually. As the 
entire quantity of the ocean mail re- 
ceived in a year would fill 2,200 stand- 
ard mail cars an almost Incredible ac- 
curacy Is indicated— less than one er- 
ror of any kind whatever for every 
four carloads of mail. 

Congress authorized the sorting of 
mall on board conveying steamships In 
1S90, but it was not until the year fol- 
lowing that any systematic effort was 
made to do so. The work of the sea 
postoffice is very similar to that of the 
railway mail service. On board a 
large liner there will be usually two 
United States clerks, two In the em- 
ploy of the country from which the 
steamer sails and several subalterns 
or portere. This force will on nn aver- 
age trip open and sort from 800 to 900 
sacks of mail, probably consisting of 
COO, 000 ordinary letters and 4,000 reg 
lstered letters, besides 250.000 par- 
cels and periodicals. Mail for New 
York city is distributed and separate- 
ly sacked for each of the stations and 
that for the United States generally 
according to a schedule which has 128 
divisions. In addition to the mail foi 
the United States, the sea postofflee 
clerks must sort that destined for Cu 
ba, Mexico, Canada and the orient, a 
great deal of the last class being for- 
warded by rail to San Francisco and 
thence by steamer. 

To facilitate matters two mail boats 
are maintained at New York, and these 
meet incoming steamers at the quar- 
antine station, one taking on the mail 
bags intended for direct delivery tc 
trains and steaming directly to the 
railway stations along the river front 
the other that for New York city and 
such others as require TehaD<”' - e 
sea postofflees cost The govern ate t 
something less titan ! $3,000,000 per 
num.— Harper's.

After every struggle resulting in a 
change of government there are scores 
to bo paid off by those who have re- 
volted As revolutionists, instead of 
being favored by the law they have 
been hampered by it. Having estab- 
lished themselves in power, the other 
edpe of the sword is brought into play 
and cuts in the opposite direction. In- 
stead of being used to imprison or exe- 
cute revolutionists it is used to execute 
tin? advocates of the government over- 
thrown. 

When the recent revolution in Mex- 
ico became the de facto government the 
revolutionists stood ready to use the 
law to punish those who had used it 
to punish them. During that period 
when President Diaz he’d his own in 
the city of Mexico a young lawyer. 
Alfonzo Fernandez, a sympathizer 
witli the insurgents, left the city to 
join the forces of Mndero. During the 
light iug he was captured by the gov- 
ernment troops, and, being a man of 
influence, every effort was made to in- 
duce him to return to the support of 
President Diaz. He was turned over 
to one Jose Sierra, a man deeply inter- 
ested in pijtting down the rebellion, 
with orders to persuade, force or buy 
him to the government support. 

Sierra took the captive to his hacien- 
da, put him on his parole not to leave 
it and treated him like a guest instead 
of a prisoner. The jailer host was an 
adept at whining over an enemy and 
used every art of persuasion that sug- 
gested itself to him. 

Conda, Sierra’s daughter, a girl of 
twenty, possessed one of those oval 
faces of a dusky shade, large liquid 
eyes and especially the long lashes of 
the Spaniard. Her father noticed soon 
after Fernandez’s arrival that he was 
attracted by his daughter and she was 
attracted by Fernandez. It occurred 
to Sierra that Fernandez’s conversion 
might be accomplished more readily 
by means of the girl than by his own 
arguments or threats. He gave the 
young people every opportunity to be 
together and when he saw that the 
pear was ripe undertook to pluck it. 

He offered Fernandez a prominent 
position under the government, which, 
of course, would be tantamount to se- 
curing his adherence. Fernandez de- 
clined the offer. Then Sierra inform- 
ed his prisoner that he would he tried 
for treason, which meant that he would 
be found guilty and executed. In love 
with the daughter of the man who had 
made the threat, the temptation to 
yield anti desert the cause in which he 
had embarked was well nigh resistless. 

Fernandez seemed to have every- 
thing to gain by giving his adher- 
ence to the established government. 
President Diaz then appeared to be 
firmly lixed in the presidency, and it 
would l>e difficult to unseat him. By 
yielding Fernandez would acquire a 
position of prominence that might he 
permanent. That position he might 
make more enduring and more promi- 
nent by throwing his intiucnce on the 
side of the man who had done much 
for Mexico. These arguments were re- 
enforced by tlie fact that on one side 
stood death, on the other love. But 
honor forbade. 

Fernandez now considered the parole 
he had given void and began to take 
measures to escape if possible. Concia 
procured for him a woman’s dross and 
drove him in her volante past guards 
who had orders to lie watchful and on 
no account permit his escape. Had it 
not been that she accompanied him lie 
would not have succeeded in deceiving 
them. As it was, lie made good his 
| escape and returned to Mexico City. 

Not even Sierra knew how Fernan- 
dez got beyond his clutches. Concia 
kept her secret, and directly after the 
escape changes occurred that rendered 
the episode a tiling of the past and 
soon to lie forgotten. 

After Diaz's departure and the ap- 
pointment of a provisional president of 
j the republic the work of retaliation 
I commenced. Jose Sierra, who had been 
i captured by the revolutionists, was 
I brought to the capital. To accuse a 
j man of treason against a government 
that was not established when the act 
j was committed would not come with 
I good grace from the government that 
I had been in rebellion. Those whom 
| Sierra had made to suffer brought 
| him to trial for having murdered a 
man whom lie had shot during the 
i struggle. 

1 And so it was that the law which 
I had befcri* enabled Sierra to punish 
I now afforded the same machinery for 
I punishing him As to his having or- 


promptly attended to 


dead past and should he buried with 
that past. The act of which you have 
been found guilty was repeated again 
and again on both sides. That the 
revolution lias triumphed Is no cause 
for committing in the name of justice 
acts of revenge. 

••The finding of the jury is set aside. 
You are at liberty to go free.” 

By Ids address the Judge attempted 
to prepare the feelings of those pres- 
ent for what had neither been expect- 
ed nor desired. But the temper of the 
people was revengeful and hail for 
ages been used to a different principle. 
A few applauded, hut the majority 
grumbled. There were those present 
who had suffered at the hands of the 
man to whom tills magnanimous treat- 
ment had been accorded. They had 
brought the accusation that they might 
he revenged— might revenge the dead 
they loved. They rebelled against the 
decision. Cries of "Hang him:” "Shoot 
him:” "Use the machete!" were heard, 
and a movement was made by the 
most active toward the prisoner. The 
judge arose and, raising his hand, en- 
joined silence. 

"In striking this man,” lie said, "you 
i trike the girl who loves him." 

•’He struck tiiose we loved!” some 
otic cried. 

"Let me tell you one thing more, that 
which I spoke of, hut did not speak. 
You remember that I mentioned t lie 
escape of one whom the prisoner would 
have sacrificed. 1 am that person.” 

A silence followed this announce- 
ment. That the judge had set aside a 
sentence of death upon the man who 
had intended to take his life filled 
those present witli wonder. He had 
secured their attention He went a 
step further. 

"1 will tell you how I escaped. I 
owe my life to that girl.” pointing. 
"She it was who gave me a disguise 
and drove me through her father's 
guards, risking tier life for mine. Had 
it been discovered that the person sit- 
ting beside her was the rebel they 
were watching for she would have 
doubtless been sacrificed. If you strike 
him you strike Iter, and through her 
you strike me, who have done my part 
to establish the governement under 
which we now hope for peace and pros- 
perity." 

The crisis had come and turned in 
favor of the judge. Those who had 
opposed Ids decision stood looking sul- 
lenly on. while the others were won 
over by Ids magnanimity and by 
sympathy for the girl who had saved 
his life. The advocates of taking the 
law into their own hands began to 
move away muttering, leaving only 
those who had been converted to the 
cause of mercy. Those most sympa- 
thetic gathered about the girl, whether 
for her protection or In sympathy. 
Then gradually the crowd melted 
away and left the three principal par- 
','ci pants in the drama. 

Concia went to the judge, took his 
Ami in hers and kissed It. Her 
father stood with folded arms looking 
at vacancy. A short time before he 
had been expecting death. He was 
now conscious only that his life had 
been spared and he feared nothing. 

There is a sequel to this story, but 
this is not tlie place for it. Indeed, 
the events narrated happened too re- 
cently for it to lie a finished romance. 
One thing is certain. This renouncing 
of vengeance was brought about by 
love.

Sec. 12S. The owner or keeper of a do- which 
is three months old or over, shall annually, on or 
before the thirty-first day of March, cause it to be 
regstered, numbered, described and licensed for 
one year from the first day of April following, m 
the clfice of the clerk of the city or town in which 
said dog is kept. Tlie owner or keeper of a licensed 
dog shall cause it to wear around its neck a collar 
distinctly marked with its owner’s name and its 
registered number. 

Sec. 129. The owner or keeper of a dog may at 
any time have it licensed until the first day of April 
following ; and a person who becomes the owner or 
keeper of a dog after the first day of April, which 
is not duly licensed, and the owner or keeper of a 
dog not duly licensed which becomes three months 
old after the thirty-first day of March in any year 
shall, when it is three monehs old, cause it to be 
registered, numbered, described, licensed and collared 
as provided in the preceding section. 

Sec. 130. The fee for every license shall be two 
dollars for a male dog and five dollars fc»r a female 
dog, unless a crrtificate of a registered veterinarian 
who performed the oprration lias been fi'ed wi.h the 
city or town clerk that said female do; had been 
sprayed ar.d has thereby been deprived of the power 
or propagation, in which case the fee shall be two 
dollars. 

Sec. 131. The owner or keeper of dogs kept for 
breeding purposes, may annually receive a license 
authorizing him to keep such dogs upon the premises 
described in the license. If the number o: dogs so 
kept does rot exceed five, the fee for such license 
shall be twenty-five dollars, and if the number cf 
dogs exceeds five, the fee shall be fifty dollars, and 
no fee shall be required for the dogs of such owner 
or keeper which are under the age of six months. 

Sec. 137. Whoever keeps a dog contrary to the 
provisions of this chapter shall, except as provided 
in Section cne hundred and thirty-nine, forleit not 
more than fifteen dollars, which shall be paid to the 
treasurer of the county in which the dog is kept, 
but in the county of Suffolk, said sum shall be paid 
to the treasurer of the city or town in winch said 
dog is kept. 

N o person shall keep or have in his care 
or possession any bloodhound, excepting an English 
b’oadhound o' pure blood whose pedigree is re- 
corded or would be entitled to record in the English 
bloodhound herd book, or any dog classed by dog 
fanciers cr breeders as Cuban bloodhonnd or 
S.bcrian bloodhound, whether such dog is in whole 
or in part of such species, unless such dog is kept 
solely for exhibition. In such case he shall at all 
times be kept securely enclosed or chained, and 
shall not be allowed at large even though in charge 
of a keeper, unless properly and securely muzzled. 
— Chap. 105, Sec 1, Acts of 1904. 

Sec. 139. Whoever keeps a dog described in 
the preceding section in violation of the provisions 
thereof shall forfeit fifty dollars. Ten dollars of 
which shall be piid to the complainant and forty 
d .liars to the treasurer of the county in which saiil 
dog is kept, but in the county of Suffolk, tiie forty 
dollars shall be paid to the treasurer of the city or 
town in which said dog is kept.

Pounded or ground bone is one of the 
best of poultry feeds, as it contains just i 
the mineral elements the birds need, j 
Green bone contains less of animal matter 
while burned bone is pure mixed mineral. 

Do you use a spike-tootli harrow? How 
are the teeth?

When ordering harness for the spring 
work have the collars made to order.

The essentials of a good poultry house 
are a tight roof and three heavy walls 
that will exclude both cold winds and 
dampness. In addition to these, there 
mast be ample means for ventilation and 
the admission of direct sunlight, without 
which no domestic animals can be expected ; 
to keep well and prove profitable. 

Why not feed the laying hens some po- ; 
tatoes, cabbage, turnips, etc., and thus , 
make them feel somewhat as they did in 
the summer, when they found plenty of . 
green material for food? Then your egg | 
basket would also fill tip as it did “iu the ] 
good old summer time.” , 

A cow should be treated with especial i 
attentiou when she is approaching the ; 
period of freshness, for her milking quali- : 
ties can be greatly improved by a little • 
special diet at this time, ’ while if she is \ 
neglected she will go back in milk pro- < 
duction. A cow should become fresli ! 
witli a fully developed udder. To ob- 
tain this site should have an alfalfa and 
hay ration with plenty of grain or another 
balanced ration. 

Fertilizers can be used successfully to 
build up the fertility of the soil so that it 
will produce much better crops withouUit 
than it did before its use, provided that 
the mechanical condition of tiiesoil at the 
same time is improved in its process of 
upbuilding by the addition of needed 
vegetable matter; and most of our soils 
need additional vegetable matter to be 
converted ipto humus more than any 
other one thing to improve their fertility 
and increase their crop producing power. 

The two most direct and valuable re- 
sults of deep plowing are deepening the 
seed bed for greater root penetration and 
a deepening of the surface layer to a 
sponge-like condition for catching and 
holding large quantities of water for crop 
needs during dry spells in summer. Last 
summer crops suttered severely for want 
of moisture during the prolonged dry 
weather.* Those who plowed deep in 
spring had better crops than those who 
plowed shallow, for the reason that the 
more deeply stirred soil held in reserve a 
greater quantity of water. Also the roots 
of the growing crops had a chance to 
strike down deeper for more moisture and 
greater protection. 

Some imagine that in order to do a good 
job of deep plowing the field must be clean 
of dead vegetable growth and trash of all 
kinds. It is a fact that bare land offers 
less obstrnction to the plow than land 
covered with stalks or weeds, hut since 
this dead vegetable matter turned under 


becomes a valuable fertilizer, then it is the 
business of the good farmer and plow- 
man to use a be ivy team and heavy plow 
for turning a!l under. The test of the 
merit of the good plow and plowman is 
how effectively they can cover ali the! 
trash in a deep furrow. Burning this j 
dead trash for the plow is the lazy man’s j 
method. Flowing deep and turning under 
a deep layer of trash is good plowing. 

Stock growers differ as to the age at i 
w hich pigs should be weaned. Some I 
wean as early as six to seven weeks, 
while ofliers allow the pigs to run with 
the sow for ten weeks or more, or until ! 
the sow weans them herself. The Illinois | 
Experiment Station took a litter of pigs 
ami weaned them at eight weeks of age, : 
fed them on a special ration, and made j 
them average :t07 pounds at exactly eight j 
months of age. This test in weaning and 
feeding shows that no injury is done pigs j 
j by separating them from the sow and I 
mother’s milk at eight weeks of age, a!- 
! though these pigs were given far better 1 
j feed and care after w eaning than the aver- 
J age farmi r and stockman gives.

Transactions between shoe inanufactur- 
i ers and dealers on next season’s goods | 

; will be conservative, according to present i 
! indications. Raw materials continue to! 

| rule too high to permit any lower prices 
| for shoes. Dealers will probably select 
I their goods with considerable care as to 
quality and value, for if the consumers 
are to be forced to pay more for shoes in i 
September and October, 101 2, than they 
paid for similar grades iu the same months J 
of 1911, it is likely that every hit of wear 1 
w ill be got out of shoes now in service j 
j before new ones are bought. That being ' 

! the case, dealers will tie obliged to wait 
longer for customers and w ill do less busi- 
ness. They will have to be careful in 
their selections, and already they are 
showing caution, for salesmen out with 
samples are obtaining lighter orders than 
should be the case at this time of year if 
deliveries of goods are to be made iu sea- j 
son. 

As a result of this position of the deal- J 
ers, factories are hampered and work is i 
daily growing less, as the spring con- 1 
tracts are completed and no new ones for I * 
fall come to hand. L

manufacturers away from the leather 
market, asjthcy are not inclined to buy j 
ahead of their needs, and still less as they ;

The initial cost of pro- 
duction of such goods is increased be- ' 
yond that of staples; the actual proportion 
of buyers is small compared to the de- [ 
mands for staples, and the value of the 
left-overs, which anotiier season are out- 
lawed and out of style, is negative for 
even the thrifty buyer will not select ultra 
styles that are antiquated. For these | 
reasons the limitation of fancy styles, 
ant', the addition of value to staples is 
more to the advantage of the trade than ] 
the multiplying of novelties. 

In view of tlie increased cost of mate- i 
rialsjand production manufacturers prefer i 
to produce high-grade staples of conser- j ' 
vative styles to the ultra exotics, and the ^ 
tendency now and for next season is away I 
from the radical styles of a year ago.

John Randolph Used It to Confueo a 
Powerful Opponent. 

In painting the sacritice of Iphigenia 
the artist, it Is said, exhausted the 
emotions of grief and horror in the 
farN of the bystanders. 

"He lias left nothing unsaid How 
can lie depict her father’s sorrow?” 
was the anxious query of those friends 
who were watching the development 
of the picture The artist threw a 
mantle over Agamemnon’s face. The 
blank silence was more effective than 
any picture woe. 

One of the most extraordinary effects 
produced by an absolute silence is re- 
corded in the reports of a convention 
in which the foremost men of Virginia 
took part. John Randolph had a meas- 
ure to carry ia which lie looked for the 
opposition of Alexander Campbell, a 
man then noted for his scholarship nnd 
power in debate. 

Randolph hud never seen the Scotch 
logician, but lie had heard enough of 
him to make him and his partisans 
uneasy. When, therefore, the gaunt 
stranger lirst rose to speak in the con- 
vention Randolph looked at him with 
sueli an air of alarm as to attract the 
whole attention of the convention and 
as lie glanced around seemed to be 
asking for sympathy ill Ids coming de- 
feat. lie then composed himself to 
listen i:i rapt attention. 

Campbell, aware of this byplay, hes- 
itated and lost the thread of his argu- 
ment. Randolph’s face by turns as he 
listened expressed weariness, indiffer- 
ence and finally contempt. lie leaned 
back and yawned. Campbell sat down 
hastily. lie had lost the whole force 
of his speech. Not a word had been 
spoken, but he was defeated.— St. Louis 
Republic.

175-1. He was lieutenant colonel at 
that time and defended Fort Necessity. 
He was in the battle of Mouosigaliela 
In 1755 and commanded on tin* fron- 
tier till 1757 In January. 1750. he 
married Martha Custis and settled ns 
a planter at Mount Vernon He was 
appointed commander in chief of tin 
Continental forces June 15. 1775. Ilf 
reached Cambridge June and com 
polled the evacuation of Roston March 
17. 177t’>. In the war of tin* Revolu 
tion lie was defeated at Long Island, 
nt White Plains, at I? randy wine and 
Germantown. He won glorious victo- 
ries at Trenton. Princeton. Monmouth 
and Yorktown. where Cornwallis sur- 
rendered. He was inaugurated first 
president of the United States April 
150, 1780. He was reelected In 1 70.1 
and served until 1797. lie died at 
Mount Vernon Pec. 14. 1799.

POLICE BLUE BOOK. 


Only Eminent Rascals Find a Placo 
Among Its Pages. 

The "Who's Who” of America's 
criminals is a handsome volume, bound 
In limp leather, a limited edition of 
which is issued every year or so. Only 
members of “the four hundred” of the 
criminal world find representation in 
this register, and an entire page is 
devoted to eacli individual mentioned. 

Officially the volume is known ns the 
Identification Album of tiie National 
Bureau of Criminal Identification, an 
Institution having headquarters at 
Washington. Data for the album, 
which is literally a blue book, are sup- 
plied by tiie police departments of 
over a hundred cities throughout tiie 
country, and it is to these departments 
that tiie volumes are distributed. 

Each branch of criminal endeavor 
has a separate chapter in tiie book, 
one telling of pickpockets, another of 
forgers, and so on. At the top of each 
page are reproduced two photographs 
of a distinguished criminal— a profile 
nnd full face. Below come name, 
aliases, age, height, weight, general 
appearance and marks and scars. Ber- 
tillon measurements and criminal rec- 
ord till out the pnge. 

Filed in the bureau are about 73,000 
Identification cards dealing with crim- 
inals not sufficiently famous to deserve 
place in the "Who's Who.” Each of 
these cards Is similar to a page from 
the book. About one-tenth of the to- 
tal number of cards are for women.

Sec. 12S. The owner or keeper of a dog which 
is three months old or over, shall annually, on or 
before the thirty-first day of March, cause it to be 
registered, numbered, described and licensed for 
one year from the first day of April following, in 
the iffkc of the clerk of the city or town in which 
said dog is kept. The owner or keeper of a licensed 
dog shall cause it to wear around its neck a collar 
distinctly marked with its owner’s name and its 
registered number. 

Sec. 129. The owner or keeper of a dog may at 
any lime have it licensed until the first day of April 
following ; and a person who becomes the owner or 
keeper of a dog after the first day of April, which 
is not duly licensed, and the owner or keeper of a 
dog not duly licensed which becomes three months 
old after the thirty-first day of March in any year 
shall, when it is three monehs old, cause it to be 
registered, numbered, described, licensed and collared 
as provided in the preceding section. 

Sec. 13c. The fee fer every license shall be two 
dollars for a male dog and five dollars for a female 
dog, unless a certificate of a registered veterinarian 
who performed the operation has been filed wi.h the 
city or town clerk that said female dog had been 
sprayed and has thereby been deprived of the power 
ot propagation, in which case the fee shall be two 
dollars. 

Sec. 131. The owner or keeper of dogs kept for 
breeding purposes, may annually receive a license 
authorizing him to keep such dogs upon the premises 
described in the license. If the number o: dogs so 
kept does cot exceed five, the fee for such license 
shall be twenty-five dollars, and if the number cf 
dogs exceeds five, the fee shall be fifty dollars, and 
no fee shall be required for the dogs of such owner 
or keeper which are under the age of six months. 

Sec. 137. Whoever keeps a dog contrary to the 
provisions of this chapter shall, except as provided 
in Section one hundred and thirty-nine, forfeit not 
more than fifteen dollars, which shall be paid to the 
treasurer of the county in which the dog is kept, 
but in the county of Suffolk, said sum shall be paid 
to the treasurer of the city or town in which said 
dog is kept. 

sy-No person shall keep or have in his care 
or possession any bloodhound, excepting an English 
bloodhound of pure blood whose pedigree is re- 
corded or would be entitled to record in the English 
bloodhound herd book, or any dog classed by dog 
fanciers cr breeders as Cuban bloodhonnd or 
Siberian bloodhound, whether such dog is in whole 
or in part of such species, unless such dog is kept 
solely for exhibition. In such case he shall at all 
times be kept securely enclosed or chained, and 
shall not be allowed at large even though in charge 
of a keeper, unless properly and securely muzzled.
